"February 1, i960 

"The Southern California District Communist Part^-, 
USA, Second Session Convention, opened on Friday night, 
January 29, i960 at 8:00 PM at the Park Manor, 6©7 South 
Western Avenue, Los Angeles, California. 

, "MAX STEINBERG opened the convention as Chairman 
of the Presiding Committee. He introduced the following 
guests: GEORGE SANDY and AL RICHMOND from the San Francisco 
'People's World' Office; MICKEY LIMA, Chairman of the 
Northern California District; and CLARENCE HATHAWAY, newly- 
elected District Organizer, New York State.

"STEINBERG then announced that there would be a 
Joint meeting of the Presiding and Nominations Committee 
composed, of CHARLENE ALEXANDER, I I ELIZABETH 

WILLIAMS, BEN DOBBS, ROSE CHERNIN and HENRY SAZER. He 
proposed that the Chairman for the Saturday session be 
AL ALDEZMA. He proposed a one*- point agenda for the Friday 
night 'session* namely, the main political report by DOROTHY 
HEALEY. A mimeographed copy of the report is attached. 
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"This completed the Friday night session with a 
request by STEINBERG that the comrades make every effort 
to be in the convention hall promptly at 10:00 AM, Saturday. 

"Saturday, January 30th Session of the 
Southern California Mstrict Convention 
Chairman: ■ '■■fBBT&. fBRBX ' 

"The first point on the agenda was a unanimous vote 
for the proposal to send a greeting to the National Freiheit 
Convention. AL ALDEZMA acted as Chairman of the session. 

"The following agenda was proposed: 

"1) Report on the i960 elections by NEMMY SPARKS, 
followed by discussion. 

"2) A special order of business - HOWARD LOUKS, 
San Bernardino. 

"3) Reports from the panels. 

"4) At 12:30, special order of business - 
Bylaws Committee* 

"5) At 12:45, delegation caucuses. 

"6 ) 1 : 00 to 2:00 lunch. 

"PETE PERRY, on behalf of the Presiding committee, 
proposed a clarification ©f point 3 in the convention rules, 
namely, that the list of speakers should continue to be 
called in order regardless of interruption for special 
points of order or other convention business . It was moved, 
seconded and carried to refer this question back to the 
Presiding Committee. It was moved, seconded and carried to 
accept the agenda. 
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"Report by NEMMY SPARKS 
on the I960 Elections 

"SPARKS Stated the report will cover the question 
of our policy iii the i960 elections. He said the main danger 
is the division of forces amongst the people, especially 
around the peace issue; that this difficulty arises primarily 
amongst those voters supporting the Republican Party, whereas 
in the Democratic Party the question of labor orientation is 
the main problem. 

"On the Question ©f Peace 

"There are two possible courses for the Democratic 
Party. One is to 'denounce the peace moves as appeasement. 
This would assure the defeat of a Democratic candidate and 
guarantee the election of NIXON. The second course is to 
accept the peace moves which would transform the whole 
situation. The peace moves, thereby, would become 
irreversible. 

"On the Qaestion of Candidates 

"He said the Democrats have three potentials — 
HUMPHREY'S, STEVENSON and WAYNE HORSE. MORSE is not a 
serious candidate but is a serious proponent ' of the issues. 
He will be a speaker at the AFL-G 10 Conference in San 
Francisco, and efforts should -'be made to guarantee an 
invitation for MORSE to address the Fresno Democratic 
Conference. STEVENSON and HUMPHREYS are already scheduled 
to speak at the Fresno Conference. The people can influence 
the selection of candidates. For example, at the Fresno 
Conference, the proper influence around peace, banning the 
bomb, civil rights, breaking the power of the Dixiecrats, 
repealing the Iiandrum-Sriffln Bill, and pro- labor legislation, 
are the key issues to fight for. 

"On the Question -of 
Congressional Elections 

"The basie political question involved is the 
relationship between classes and parties. Therefore, the 
relationship of the Negro labor alliance is basic. We must 
win labor for a peace progsam. 
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"On the Question of 
a Labor Party 

"The method or tactic is to develop independent 
political action by labor today in order to lay the base 
for the Independent Labor Party. The main danger is that 
labor may accept Southern candidates instead of fighting 
for labor candidates. Several good candidates have emerged. 
In the Councilmanic District, the key fights must be first 
in the 24th CD around SLESSINGER, who is a peace candidate. 
In the 15th CD, the fight must fee for a Negro candidate and 
the defeat of MG DONOUGH. The 15th CD must be the major 
party concentration for the election ©f a Negro candidate. 
In the 19th CD, we should attempt t© get a Mexican- American 
left candidate. Such a candidate would not defeat HOLIFIELD 
but would dramatize the Issues and apply pressure for 
attention to Mexican- American problems. 

"On the Question of Reapportionment 

"This is the key to the election of Negro and 
Mexican- American candidates. There will be seven additional 
Congressman seats for Southern California; three of these 
in the Los Angeles area. This presents an opportunity to 
overcome gerrymandering. Therefore, legislators elected 
to the California State Legislature can follow and handle 
the question of reapportionment. It is, therefore, essential 
that we guarantee the election ©f progressive state legislators 
this year. 

"It was moved to accept the report. 

"In the discussion period, MAGGIE CARL (BURGESS) 
asked for an explanation of RICHARD RICHARDS position on the 
water question. 

"HERSCHEL ALEXANDER spoke In opposition to some of 
the formulations in the report, first, ©n the Negro Labor 
Alliance — he stated the Negr® liberation movement is not 
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"dependent on the Negro movement . The Negro movement Is 
prior to and Independent of the liberation movement. The 
Communist Party established the conditions of the Negro 
liberation movement. The lack of Party straggle for Negro 
rights in the labor movement today weakens the Negro Labor 
Alliance and weakens the straggle for Negro rights. Second, 
he questioned the naming of the l^th CD as the only 
concentration area for election of a Negro candidate and 
urged a similar campaign in the 26th CD. He inquired whether 
the absence of a proposal for such a concentration program in 
the 26th CD was due to JAMES ROOSEVELT' s leadership there, 
and stated that ROOSEVELT is : no .answer to the problem of 
Negro representation. 



I from the Valley traced the history , 

of similarity in the development ©f the labor movement and Db 
of the Communist Party in the thirties, forties and fifties, b7C 
and was critical of DOROTHY HEALEY ®n the question of self- 
criticism. 

"HENRY SAZER spoke on the necessity to develop 
links with the Trade Union Committee and the experiences in 
his area around Proposition 18 . He urged efforts to 
establish a precinct COPE (Committee on Political Education) 
Committee. He urged that all Party trade unionists, 
whether assigned to industrial, shop or other types of clubs, 
be assigned to work together with community clubs around 
political Issues. 

"Special Order of Business 

"HOWARD LOUKS, San Bernardino, opened his report 
with the comment that the San Bernardino Section was in 
full support of the BUS HALL report to the 17th National 
Convention; that this convention marked the end of a 
'holding 1 operation. He said the masses are now in motion 
and that in the San Bernardino Section this was proved in 
the recent steel strike at the Pontana Steel Mil. There 
was a company of fensive against the steel workers union 
and the workers on questions of grievances, working 
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"conditions, etc.. The Party played a small role of aid 
to the strikers and in mobilizing that whole community to 
assist the strikers. They also played a role in the 
Elsinore situation around anti-Semitism. The Democratic 
Club movement is the best organized of anywhere in 
California. There is a strong active, functioning SAKE 
Committee, He then spoke on the problems of the fight for 
peace in that area because of the heavy concentration of 
military bases and military installations . He urged the 
development of a campaign t© explain the advisability of 
a peace-time economy and orientation. This completed the 
special order of business . 

"Further Speakers in, the Discussion 

"FELIX PADTTiTiA, Echo Park, urged the organization 
of COPE committees in all Assembly Districts and the 
election of labor candidates o 

"CYRIL BRIGGS, Zapata, commended DOROTHY HEALEY 
on that section of her report dealing with self-criticism 
but stated. the report had serious ©missions, such as the 
fight against white chauvinism, the need to develop Negro 
cadre, automation, etc.. He recommended the holding of 
mass demonstrations in the communities against the anti- 
Semitism outrages, and pointed out that the rights of Arab 
Jewish nationalism is a danger. He was critical of the 
Jewish resolution included in the delegates kit. 

"SOPHIE SILVER stated that DOROTHY'S report was 
masterful and that the section on self-criticism raised 
DOROTHY *6ethe level of on© of the most outstanding 
National leaders of the Party. She spoke on the 
capitalistic attack against the working class, expressed 
in its most flagrant form and stated that the defense of 
the unions is the key tactic in our united front activities; 
that all Party- literature - must begin to emphasize the 
positive in the trade movement j that the defense of the 
unions must be based on Issues. She urged the project' of 
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"an ideological campaign to develop class consciousness in 
the labor movement and that Communists working in unions 
must seek alliances around basic issues. She pointed out 
that only 35 per cent of the workers in the Los Angeles area 
are organized and that the key lies in strengthening the 
Negro Labor Alliance. She announced that a Negro Labor 
Council, which is an offshoot of the National Negro Labor 
Council organized under the leadership of A. PHILIP RANDOLPH, 
has been in the Los Angeles area, and that about 150 attended 
the first meeting, including roughly six Communists* She 
urged that the Party help build this Negro Labor Council. 

"She commented on the growth and maturity of the 
Mexican- American Section of the organized working class 
and urged that we attempt to unify the alliance of Negro, 
Mexican- American and labor. She also commented on the 
necessity of assisting in the organization of agricultural 
workers. 

"She proposed that there be one trade union section 
in the district instead of the present three trade union 
sections, and that there be set up a trade union commission 
in the district to be oriented to work in the communities 
around the i960 elections and other mass issues, and to 
direct the work of comrades in trade union sections to 
the communities. 

"She made the following proposals on behalf of 
the Trade Union Panel: 

"1) That we establish working relations on 
all levels in the trade union movement. 

"2) That we organize a series of concentration 

campaigns wherever possible within industries 
to adopt their sister industries in the deep 
South to help organize unions there. 
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"3) That the Education Department organize a 
series of classes ©n the history of the 
trade union movement and the relationship 
of the trade union movement as a class alliance 
for the people. 

"There was a two-minute break at this point* 

"Special Order of Business 

"An enabling motion from the Bylaws Committee was 
Introduced by GAL GOODMAN recommending the dissolution of 
the old district council and a change to a district committee 
to be comprised of approximately 30 comrades, oriented 
primarily to political discussion and the setting of policy; 
further that the question of nominations be referred to the 
Presiding and Nominating Committee, 

"The question was asked toy SHIRLEY TAYLOR and 
by ADMIRAL DAWSON regarding the method of nomination. 

"Motion to adopt the report was passed with six 
No votes and five abstenslons. 

"Continuation of Discussions 

"VINCENT FRAGA from Boyle Heights stated that China 
is the key to peace and disamasnentc He called for full 
recognition of Communist China and the admission of China 
to the United Nations . On 'Cuba* he proposed sending AL 
RICHMOND to Cuba for a first-hand report to be followed by 
TV and radio appearances o 

"The next point was the Negro resolution presented 
by BILL TAYLOR e This was an. extended report. The decision 
of the National Convention on the Negro question was that 
the Negroes are not a separate -nation* fe©w@¥@r they' are a 
racially distinct national minority and they conform to the

"STALIN definition of Nationhood. They have a right to 
equality, therefore the Negro question is a national question 
though the Negro people in the United States do ttot 
constitute a separate nation. The Negro question is a 
central feature of domestic importance. 

"The panel points out that there are three main 
dangers — first, the danger represented by Moral Rearmament 
which has made important inroads into Negro leadership; 
our Party must develop a program of action to combat Moral 
Rearmament . Second, the Negro Moslem movement is making 
ideological inroads into the Negro people; this must be 
combatted. Third, the Party has weakened its struggle 
against white chauvinism, and this must be corrected. 

"The Negro Commission makes the following proposals: 

"The struggle for Negro rights must not be 
limited to the Negro community but must be extended to all 
communities. The Issues on which such a program must be 
conducted are public housing, police brutality and political 
representation. Jobs for Negroeis must be fought for on all 
levels in all industries including managerial. Such a . 
fight must include 3 'ob's for Negro women and youth. We 
must establish a positive approach in the labor movement 
around the struggle for Negro rights and full advantage 
should be taken to fight for enforcement of the new 
State PEPC Law. Oh housing, We must utilize the housing 
law for enforcement of the rights of Negroes to move into 
any community. We must fight any school segregation. We 
must expand the housing struggle to rental units as well 
as the right to purchase. On Negro representation^ we 
must stabilize the fight for Negro representation, especially 
in the 62nd, 63rd and 55th Assembly Districts. We must 
develop a better understanding of the principle of Negro 
repre sentation . 

"On police brutality, the main slogan of 
orientation and concentration must be an aggressive 
campaign to remove Police Chief PARKER. He urged the 
setting up of ad hoc committees in all communities and 
Organizations for this purpose. 
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"Presiding Committee 
Report by MAX STEINBERG 

"He announced that Section caucuses would take 
place Immediately following the lunch period to receive 
nominations for the District Committee, 

"The convention was then adjourned to caucuses. 

"I left at this points which was about 3:00 PM. 

"Sunday, January 31st Morning Session of 
the Southern California list rict Convention, 
Park Manor, 607 South Western Avenue, 
Los Angeles, California, 10; 00 AM 

"On behalf of the Presiding Committee, MAX STEINBERG 
proposed that LEO BAEFSKY serve as Chairman. ELIZABETH 
SPECTOR served as Secretary. 

"First point was continuation of floor discussion. 

"ADMIRAL DAWSON urged attention to the fight to 
obtain government appointments for minority peoples, 
especially in fields like agriculture . He was critical of 
the Jewish resolution because it omitted the contributions 
of the USSR in the fight against anti-Semitism. 

"MORT (?) from San Diego, heavy- set white man, 
about 60, said the Party age level is far too high. We 
must find methods of work which will ©pen the door for 
recruiting younger comrades. He reported oh experiences 
in housing areas where concentrations of the young militant 
couples were living and cooperation of our Party forces to 
save the homes of these young 



"He stated the •People's World 1 is being put 
in touch with the editor of the San Diego College paper 
for an exchange of news items. He urged attention to 
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"methods of popularizing conversion to a peace-time economy, 
and commented on the special difficulties which areas such 
as San Diego encounter due to heavy concentration of Naval 
and military forces * 

I f rom East Los Angeles stated that, through 
all the years in his Party membership, he has been guided 
by the philosophy and teachings of WAGENKNECHT Who was an b6 
old-time Party leader:. These slogans are -- upon arising b7c 
in the morning to say, r WMt can I d© for the Party today, » 
and on retiring at night "to ''*as> " 'TOM* have ' I . done for the 
Party today. ' He sai.d we need to improve our Work oh 
two fronts — in the educational field and in cultural work . 
He said United States teaching methods are obsolete and 
spent considerable time on the fact that the Soviet Union 
uses the metric system, whereas we still use the old inch 
and foot method, and he attributed much of our scientific 
lag to this fact. 

"SARAH DORNER stated this was the greatest 
convention she had ever attended and the speeches were the 
most inspiring and we were all lucky to be members of the 
Communist Party. 

"ART SAVAGE from the Valley was very critical of 
the * People* s World' s* failure to report on the first 
session of the District Convention and read portions of 
a letter he had received from AL RICHMOND in Sari Francisco 
in answer to letters he had written demanding ah explanation 
of this omission. His urged the Party hot to compromise oh 
Marxism-Leninism . He said the three most valuable slogans 
of our Party must be Marximii-Lehinism, Proletarian 
Internationalism, and Democratic Centralism, and he hoped 
to live long enough to see these words again inscribed on 
the Party banners. 

"JOHN HELLMAN, Echo Park, spoke on gerrymandering 
in relationship to concentration of population and urged 
the organization of agricultural workers around political 
action. 
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"At this point, there was a motion made, seconded 
and carried to grant the Education Committee time to 
present its special report . 

"Further Mseusjaion 

"SLIM CONNELLY 

"On the importance of the recent hearings of the 
U. S. Commission oh Civil Rights, he pointed out the 
participation of many broad organizations in the hearings 
and urged support for the ACLlJ'proposal for a citizens' 
hearing boaa^ and support to the 

forthcoming conference of the ACLU on this question scheduled 
for February 20, i960, 

"Presiding Committee 
Report by MAX STEINBERG 

"MAX berated the convention for their action in 
voting to hear the Education Committee report and stated 
that this action was in opposition to the Presiding Committee 
decision that no special consideration be given to such 
reports. He moved to rescind the action. 

"ROSE CHERNIN 

"She was critical of the Jewish resolution, 
particularly the formulation on Israel and on the question 
of culture in the USSR. She said the resolution reflects 
Zionist influence and approach and is essentially anti- 
Soviet . She urged that we Welcome the revival of the 
Jewish culture in the USSR and that this be included in 
the resolution. 

"At this point, the Presiding Committee moved a 
special order of business to hear the Organizational Report 
by BEN DOBBS. 
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"©OBIS commented first on the greatly . improved 
Party' organization represented by ' this ■ convention as ' 
compared with the last convention . 'He said' we must' gear 
the Party to mass ' work' as "the "key to' achieving ' socialism. 
He said we must '"Build 'a Mar^st-Leninist Party ( and increase 
our Marxist- Leninist' education'." We must 'build' a vanguard 
Party oriented "to' changing class relations' in the' United ' 
States, 'We "must learn to J combat the elements of struggle 
around' immediate demands" and" ultimate demands ." Therefore, 
mass tasks are the central -feature 'Of our "work. We live in 
a highly organized society, therefore every Party member 
must be allied to mass movements. of the people. ; The only 
way to advance is "through " the 'collective struggle of the 
people around their ' needs V They " will ' only learh through 
their own struggles. ' We' must "thus 'advance the whole movement, 
but at' the same time ''advance t'he' ; 'widerstandihg' of ' individuals 
within the mass movement . and recruit, the most ' advanced, into 
our Party. 

"Southern California 
District Communist Party 

"The last period was marked by sharp debates and 
differences but was also marked by a unified fight to 
maintain the Party. 

"At "the present time, we have- 13 sections, 5 ; 
counties and 9 sections which have in the past ' period been 
reorganized- into clubs. Consolidation and rebuilding of 
our Party -has been good in Boyle 'leights, 'City' Terrace, 
East Los Angeles," Valley, " Moranda" Mi th and BeVerly-Fairfax. 
Weaknesses have "'grown- 'greater, "however ; in western and in 
Harbor. At the present "time, w® have'60- functioning "clubs 
in the District. "Oer ma^or problem" is the uneven' development 
of the clubs and sections, politically and organizationally. 
In terms of composition, our age level is. too . high. Eight 
per cent of our membership is Negro.' Thirty- five per cent 
belongs to trade unions. Cte Negro and Mexican- American 
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"membership Is concentrated largely In two sections. The 
major elements to consolidate ©so* Party are l) mass activity 6 
and mass ties including the fight for the "People's World, 1 
2) turning our Party to mass work around the lines outlined 
in the special report from San Bernardino, - 3) participation 
in the electoral struggles* 4) mass meetings , 5) forums, 
6) classes, 7) reviving our work among Mexican-Americans 
and youth, 8) strengthening our organizational and 
administrative apparatus, and 9) more radio and TV activities 
such as those carried on fey DOROTHY HEALEY. 

"Our District has made some major achievements 
in the past period. These Include the fight for the 
' People' s Worldj * the fact that our work generally has 
been so effective that we were singled out by the HCUA for 
three special attacks; and third, that we have maintained 
other organizations of the left* such as the Los Angeles 
Committee for Protection of Foreign Bern, the Committee for 
the Conservation of American freedoms, the Jewish Cultural 
Clubs — including the Progressive Stales, the Reading 
Circles and the Emma Lazarus Clubs ■— the nationalities 
activities, especially among the Italians and Hungarians. 

"Organizational Perspectives 
and Objectives 

"We must learn to set realizable goals and develop 
selectivity of issues. This is basically a problem of 
leadership and organization. We must develop collective 
work and find unifying factors and concentration areas. 
We must guarantee the protection of our Party membership 
and organization through correct security measures. 

"He proposed the slogan* 'Our Party is the sum 
total of the activity of its members and its leadership. 1 
We must learn to use the * People's World' in all aspects 
of our work and make better uses of our literature. We 
must learn to combine the three elements of our vanguard 
role — these are press, literature and education. We

"must jp(ut:.an*endwte. .the 'present ..-.conflict between mass work 
and Party work. All Party work Is mass work. The fight 
for the Party organization Is the highest form of mass work. 
We must find deviations and test them In the course of mass 
fights. He called for the uniting of forces in various 
fields for an exchange of experience and evaluation of mass 
activities, and proposed that this be done through the 
occasional calling together of Party forces across section 
lines to discuss mutual problems in similar fields of 
activity. He proposed that we find new forms for left 
groupings to involve the most advanced forces in mass fields 
of activity to develop the work to higher levels. Further, 
we must find new ways to develop left initiative. 

"Clubs and Club Life 

"The club is the center of Party organization. 
The key test which, must be applied to every club is— can ... 
the club get and hold new members. We must examine the 
character and calibre of our club meetings. He commended 
the Eastslde and Monterey Park areas as model examples of 
club development. He urged that all clubs find ways to 
relate the mass work of the individual comrades to the club 
as a whole. 

"General Proposals 
on Organization ' 

"1) Establishment of larger clubs where possible. 

"2 ) Cut administrative details in club meetings . 

"3) Wherever possible, establish committee forms 
of Work bringing together as a subcommittee 
those comrades active in special fields, 
such as trade union, mass organizations, etc. 

"4) All clubs must have functioning executive 
committees and must meet regularly. 

"5) Clubs must develop a good educational life. 
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"In terms of perspectives* he urged that all clubs 
assess the people' s movement in the area of their 
responsibility whether this be a community* a trade union 
or a mass organization. 

"Sections 

"The Party has found that the Section form of 
organization Is a better form —first because it is 
decentralized* which means greater security and guarantee 
of functioning in periods of attack; and second* because it 
provides better leadership. The sections, however* must 
develop as political bodies* not as transmission belts from 
the District. Sections can play a broader political role 
than the clubs* can provide better educational forms and 
can guarantee orientation on a broader community basis and 
can help consolidate the Party. 

"'People's World* 

"The 'People's World' must be oriented and utilized 
to build the united front. It must be the expression of the 
coalition around the anti-monopoly coalition. We must fully 
utilize it and guarantee its finances. He proposed the 
setting up of a Party committee around the 'People's World' 
with representatives from all clubs. The function of such 
a committee would be to develop year-round support for the 
paper and to pay attention to improving the content of the 
paper. He spent a few minutes on the question of moving the 
paper to Los Angeles and reported that such a move would 
cost roughly $20,000 and stated this was not feasible. 

"Education 

"Education is the key problem of the District. He 
proposed area conferences and a District conference on 
Education, and proposed that the main attention of the 
Education Department be on cadre development and on 
responsibility for the centennial celebration of the Civil 
War as Outlined in the special report* 
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"Democracy in the Party 

"We most strengthen Internal democracy in the 
Party and guaz^tee'lestt'-bta^anera^ but at the . same time 
we must have a stronger, centralized leadership • 

"The District Board makes the following proposals 
on organization: 

"1) A new District. Committee to replace the previous 
District Council -which would guarantee the stability of . the 
Party leadership, and its continuity which would fee more workable 
in size and which would be oriented to the District as a 
whole* The District leadership must foe based on the broadened 
base of the Party and must learn to function efficiently with 
fewer full-time functionaries. 

"He proposed the setting up of the following 
horizontal commissions % A .horizontal commission is one 
which works with the District as a whole* Commissions 
proposed are Negro, Mexican- American^, youth, women, Jewish 
and nationalities o The work of these commissions would be 
to present programs, weigh and evaluate the wofck being done 
in the sections, and present independent activity and work 
in the field for which the commission is responsible* 

"He proposed the setting up of the following 
vertical commissions: A vertical commission is one which 
functions within the Party organization from sections to 
clubs, to guarantee communication and implementation of 
policy and set by the District Committee o The vertical 
commissions would be aided by an enlarged organizational 
commission which would; have on it representatives, -of the 
following vertical commissions : Education, legislation, 
labor, 1 People 1 s ,Woa?M> 8 and defense . 

"The next proposal is the -setting up of a 
Representative Body ' or • consult iva ae^emfelyo' The consultive 
assembly would meet about four times a year, would not be 
a policy- setting ..body, and would fee comprised ©f two 
delegates from every club in the District „ 
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"In addition to; these proposals, the Board 
proposes that meetings of section Organizers and 
Organizational Secretaries be continued on a monthly 
basis as a further step toward unifying the Party 
organization. 

"Structure of the Party 

"l) Sections — All present sections will remain 
as they are with the exception that Echo Park and East 
Hollywood, will be merged into on® section. The .three 
present, trade union ' sections will be merged into one 
trade union section. The Trade Wnion Section will be 
guided by the Trade Union Commission whose responsibility 
it will also be to give guidance to the work of comrades 
belonging to trade unions, but assigned to community clubs . 

"The Board also proposes the establishment of an 
Eastside and of a Southside Coordinating Committee* These 
will be transitional forms aimed at the eventual setting 
up of sections in the area. Each of these coordinating 
committees will elect coordinators who will be responsible 
directly to the District Committee. Thus, when this 
reorganization is completed, the District will have 
eleven basic forms. The District Board further proposes 
that the District Committee broaden its orientation to a 
Southern Calif ornia ( orientation and that it not be a 
primary concentration on Los Angeles. To this end, they 
proposed the establishment of a coordinator for the 
Southeast Section of the state . 

"(JIM FOREST informs me he has accepted responsibility 
to function in this capacity . ) 

"Electoral Forms 

"The District Board proposes that where this form 
is feasible it be utilized as a basis for Party organizational 
structure, as for example in the Echo Park«East Hollywood 
merger, but that this not be a requirement for the setting 
up of sections or other Party organizational forms. He 
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"emphasized the fact that the Trade Union- community relations 
must be strengthened and that the District must find methods 
of bringing together comrades assigned to Trade Union sections 
or clubs with the comrades in the communities where such 
comrades live. 

"State-wide Coordinating Committee 

"The Board proposes that the District Committee 
examine the work of the past state-wide coordinating 
committee and make the necessary changes t© facilitate the 
proper functioning of the Northern and Southern California 
District organizations on state-wide issues or campaigns. 

"He closed his report with the comment that the 
key to strengthening our Party is mass activity, and he 
moved acceptance of the challenge of Northern California on 
recruiting. 

"Further Discussion from the Floor 

"Following a comment by MAX STEINBERG by way of ^ 
apology for his action in re commending not to hear the 
Education report J I read the resolution from the 



Education Commission. (A copy ©f the resolution is attached. ) 

"Presiding Committee Report 

"MAX STEINBERG spoke on theoretical aspects of 
ithe Negro Question and the importance of the fight around 
;Negro rights in the Trade Unions. In relation to the 
resolution on the Jewish Question, he commented on the 
anti-Semitic outrages and the role of the USSR against 
anti-Semitism, pointing out that no such outrages took 
place in the Soviet Union. 

"On the question of the reports ©f DOROTHY HEALEY 
and BEN DOBBS, he stated these reports signify the unity 
in the Party around the question ©f peace, trade 'union work, 
youth and women. He welcomed the question of self-criticism 
included in DOROTHY' s report and stated, in answer to the 
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"criticism raised by one of the comrades on the floor, that 
the question of self* criticism in DOROTHY* s report was kept 
to a minimum by decision of the Presiding Committee and 
that section of > the report was cut from its original form 
not by DOROTHY'S choice but by the Presiding Committee. 

"He urged a united leadership in our Party now and 
spoke on the need to develop new and fresh leadership. He 
pointed out that after a deeisi©n is reached people decide 
everything. 

"Further Floor Discussion 

"HELMER BERGMAN spoke about the comradeship in 
his area when the Entire Party mobilized to assist his 
family when they were overcome by a disastrous fire. He 
spoke in support of Resolution #11 (a copy of which is 
Included) and urged action of the Education Commission. 

"He spoke on reapportionment and the importance of 
the water issue in California, pointing out that all but 
three hydroelectric projects in California are owned by 
Pacific Gas arid Electric and Southern Calif ornia Edison 
Company. He said his section is developing a film strip 
on Cuba and on peace. He urged contests, particularly 
among the youth, to develop educational material or film b6 
strips. ' b7 



I from Moranda Smith, stated it was 
an honor to be a member of the Communist Party. He spoke 
on the importance bf the Japanese- American community in 
California, the Jipinese- American Citizens League, 
especially in relation to housing, and gerrymandering. He 
was critical of What he described as the expulsion of the 
Japanese- Americans in the early period of World War II. 

"AL ALDEZMA, from Zapata, spoke on the question of 
Trade Union arid Mexican- American work. He emphasized the 
need to develop Mexican- American leadership in the Trade 
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"Unions and the problem of gaining support for Mexican- 
American political candidates , citing as an example in the 
question of the LOPEZ campaign in the last State elections. 
He also urged support for LA ERENSA, 

"SOL MONROY, from Zapata, stated that he felt like 
a mosquito in a nudist colony. He knew what he had to do 
but he did not know where to start. He said that there 
would be a conference next September in Havana, Cuba, 
sponsored by the Friends of Cuba^, and he urged support for 
this conference. He said that HENRY LOPEZ is nOW in Cuba 
and when he returns that guarantees should be made for 
speaking engagements. He urged a turnout oh Tuesday at 
10:00 AM in the Board of Supervisors to support the ROYBAL 
resolution on Chief of Police PARKER. 

"BEN DOBBS then announced that caucus meetings 
would be held following lunch, and the convention was 
adjourned for lunch. 

"Sunday Afternoon Session CHARLES GLADSTONE - Chairman 



"First order of business— Report by 
CHARLENE ALEXANDER on procedure on nominations. 

"She announced that nominations had been received 
from all section caucuses and that the election would be 
conducted on the following basis: 

"The District Chairman would be elected on a 
separate ballot and delegates only would vote. On the ballot 
for the District Committee, there would be three types of 
candidates — -first, ah at-large list of nominees , some of 
whom would be indicated as preferred candidates ; second, a 
list of nominees representative Of the various sections Who 
would be listed in two ways, 1) a preferred or recommended 
list, and 2) other candidates also nominated. 

"The Nominating and Presiding Committee proposes 
a District Committee of 35 » 11 ©f whom will be at-large 
members. She then amended this to be 10 at-large plus the 
District Chairman. 
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"Section representation to the District Council 
Committee would be allocated as follows: 

"Valley - 1 

"Beverly-Fairfax -2 

"Labor - 5 

"Echo Park - 1 

"Zapata - 1 

"Bay Cities - 1 

"Youth - 1 

"San Bernardino - 1 

"East Hollywood - 1 

"East Los Angeles - 1 

"Watts-Compton - 1 

"Moranda Smith - 2 

"46th - 1 

"Harbor - 1 

"Professional-Cultural - 1 

"Three seats will be left for Orange County, San 
Bernardino and Santa Barbara- Ventura. These sections will 
name their delegate by separate discussion. 

"The five seats allocated to Labor will be voted 
in a block without names . 

"On the balloting, a ballot, to be valid, must 
have votes for at least five candidates and not more than 10 
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"candidates in the at- large list,, and in the section voting, 
block voting is OK. On the at-large list, the candidates 
in the preferred list are listed in preferred order j the 
additional list is listed alphabeticaliLy. 

"The preferred list will include the following 
comrades, but not in this order:

"Two nominations have been received for Chairman — 

DOROTHY HEALEY and BILL TAYLOR. This concluded her report. 

"Special Order of Business 

"PETTIS PERRY introduced CLARENCE HATHAWAY, tracing 
HATHAWAY' s history of struggle for Negro rights and as 
Editor of the Worker and currently as New York District 
Chairman. 

"HATHAWAY extended greetings from GUS HALL and the 
comrades at the center . He stated he likes the Southern 
California District, particularly because in the past 
difficult period there was a lack of disciplinary action 
utilized to solve political differences, also because of 
the quality of the reports and discussions. " The emphasis 
on the tempo of changes and the need for flexibility in the 
approach to problems and people has been exemplified in 
this convention. Fresh approaches are possible. He spent 
some time on the recent birthday celebration for A. PHILLIP 
RANDOLPH in New York which Was attended hot only by trade 
union dignitaries but by statesmen and politicians . He 
stated this is a new development and a very significant one. 
. In part, it was an answer to the insult by MEANEY of RANDOLPH 
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"at the A.F. of L. - C.I.O. San Francisco Convention. The 
most significant aspect of the celebration was the 
declaration by RANDOLPH that the Negro people would not 
crawl with hat in hand to either major political party; and 
further his militant statement that they would organize mass 
marches of the Negro people on the Democratic and Republican 
Party Conventions. 

"On the international situation, he commented on 
China and stated that U. S, imperialism finds it necessary 
to create tensions, but simultaneously, because of massive 
colonial revolts and the rise of the Socialist world, 
imperialism is afraid of the very tensions they create, and 
therefore sets in motion peace moves which negate the 
tensions. These contradictions are weakening American 
imperialism. Other imperialist nations have a similar 
problem. The MC EULLAN trip through Africa, instead of 
stabilizing British imperialism, stirred up the African 
nationalist movement . All these factors lead toward rapid 
changes in the International situation. We must be ready 
to move with this tempo. 

"The current anti-Semitic wave grows directly out 
of imperialist efforts to head off the Summit Conference 
for peaceful coexistence. He urged that we not limit our 
approach in California only to pressure on the Democratic 
Club movement but that pressure be put on the Democratic 
Party as a Whole, for example, on the anti-Semitic outrages. 
He urged the sending of mass delegations to both conventions 
to demand a militant position against anti-Semitism and the 
outrages, and also that mass pressing, particularly through 
such organizations as churches, be placed on these conventions 
to demand real negotiations at the Summit Conference in Paris. 

"He said our first step in developing the united 
front should be the neighbor next door. Many mass 
organizations pass resolutions in the abstract. We must 
move into these organizations and arouse groups, such as 
the churches, the PTA' s, etc., t© come" t© the Democratic 
Party Convention and demand action on a peace program. The 
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"same thing Is true around the Negro question In our Party. 
We must how eliminate all past differences . Every vestige 
of f actionalism must be voted out of the Party and the 
National Committee will see to it being done. This does not 
mean, however, the stifling of all differences. We must 
guarantee the rights of minority , positions , but within 
centralism, We must also guarantee the right to make 
decisions by leading "bodies and we must see to it that 
every comrade carries out a decision once it is made. 

"The 1 People' s World' 

"The general character of the PW is determined by 
the National Committee of the Party. The PW is a united 
front paper, however 1 it is not the direct voice of the 
Communist Party. Therefore, it should not be a West Coast 
image of 'The Worker* 1 Many articles should have more 
depth and explanation of the role of the people in relation 
to issues. The Party must support and build the circulation 
and funds for the PWo He r ~re^ect'e4 vehemently criticism 
from the floor that the letter from the National Committee 
on the PW Was ah Insult to the Southern California District 
Party membership. (A copy of the letter is included. ) 

"Bylaws Committee Report

"Discussion from the floor continued. 
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"AX RICHMOND urged that "we approach the problems of 
the PW In the light of the decisions ©f t he 17th National 
Convention. The keynote is the need to eliminate negativism . 
The need for r^-\ahifying our Party must Include the fight for 
the PW. We heed more attention to the form and the content b6 
of criticism. Such "criticism should foe constructive. He b7C 
spoke at length in opposition to a re solution prese ntly 
included which he said was written by | | an FBI 

agent, and he; urged a serious consideration in tne Party as 
to the line projected by the resolution which he said was 
an ultra- leftifift position, and the fact that such a position 
is open to questldh as ;'to integrity in the Party. He urged 
that a flexible ' approach "to united' front, is as essential in 
the PW as in any other Party Work and stated that the key to 
a successful and broader 'People's World' would foe attention 
to the strategy and tactic of united front work. 

"At this point , there was a motion to adjourn at 
7:00 PM, Which was amended to adjourn at 6:00 PM.

SAN FERNANDO — The 
State Supreme Court is decid- 
ing if the City of Los Angeles 
acted unconstitutionally when 
it refused to hire a San Fer- 
nando woman who once declin- 
ed to take a loyalty oath, but 
now is willing to do so. ff 

Attorneys for Miss^ V k giniia 
Wilsm, of 13252 Bradley? St. 
saiathe city could not legally 
refuse to employ her, inas- 
much as she "has never been 
and is not a communist" and 
is now willing to take the oath. 

Miss Wilson, formerly em- 
ployed by Los Angeles as a 
social worker, was discharged 
in 1948 when she refused to 
take the loyalty oath. She re- 
fused, she said, because of 
"principles of philosophy, con- 
science and religion." 

In 1958 she applied for em- 
ployment with the city, and 
was told she could not be hired 
because of the 1948 incident. 

Despite her avowals against 
communism and expressed 
willingness to take the new 
oath, she was denied employ- 
ment, the lawyers said. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union then took over the case 
and filed petitions with the 
court, the first on the matter.

"There were about 37 people there. 

"A petition was circulated, to be signed by 
registered Democrats to get the Gov. BROWN delegation 
started. 

"There were several women there from the 21 
and 33 Democratic clubs . 

"The meeting was broken into two groups for panel 
discussions-one for the International panel and the other 
for the Community Affairs and Civil Rights. 

"In the Civil Rights panel BLANCH MILLER gave a 
report on food additives, EDITH BLEIWEISS gave a report 
on a trip to the Jessep Dairy. She said that the man with 
whom they spoke favored the cessation of nuclear tests 
and that this was the feeling in general of the dairy men- 
they realize that while we have less stronlum 90 in milk 
in Calif, it can become worse and mean the loss of their 
business. After the discussion on this it was decided to 
write to Gov. BROWN and find out exactly what agencies are 
doing the testing of milk etc. 

"VIRGINIA HOUSER gave the history of the Filibuster 
and its current status . As a result of her presentation a 
night letter is to be sent to senator LYNDEN JOHNSON by W.L.A. 
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"urging him to bring the House Civil Rights bill to the floor 
of the Senate for vote-bypassing the Judiciary committee 
headed by Senator EASTLAND where it would surely die* 

"One of the women spoke of housing discrimination. 
She said that as a result of the Unrah bill-1959 which was a 
bill making discrimination against housing illegal there 
has been a great deal of talk about the bill and whether it is 
enf orcable . The American Civil Liberties Union has its legal 
machinery all set up for a test case/ To date they have 
not been able to find a negro family who will be the test case. 
She said the negroes do not want to become test cases and be 
involved in violence. She said we should keep alert to the 
problem and when a negro family wanted to buy in the better 
white district we should see that they are advised that they 
can receive support from the American Civil Liberties Union. 
She said there is a negro woman in one of the W.L.A. chapters 
who wants to buy in a nice white section of the Valley and she 
may be willing to be the test case; 

"The International panel spoke of the Nazi influence 
in the gov. of Wo Germany. Prom this discussion it was decided 
that post cards be mailed to our Congressmen to re-evalute our 
pol icy on W. Germany. BLANCH MILLER said we should concen- 
trate our letter writing force on senators KtJCHEL and ENGLE 
since it did not do one bit of good to write to Senator HEISTAND. 

"It was also decided to write to the Seeley Mattress 
co. for their excellent support and for the sponsoring of the 
radio commentator WINTER on K.A.B.C. at 5:30 daily. They 
said he is very liberal and progressive. The Seely Co. was 
said to also be cooperative. 

"Dr. SANFORD GOLDNER spoke of the world wide terror 
and hate against the Jews which stems from w. Germany. He 
said that wherever one goes in W* Germany there are maps on 
the walls showing Germany as she intends to be (or what they 
consider Germany) and the boundries are the same as they 
were before W.W. II and yet, when asked about this -ADENAUR 
and his cohorts say-we are not agressive we only want freedom 
for W. Germany and liberation for the bordering states. 
GOLDNER said this was the highest form of Nazi agressive 
nationalism.

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"He spoke of the neo-nazi influence in the U.S. 
OOLDNER said he has seen the original document in the 
Immigration office said that 1 nominal fascists may be 
admitted 1 . He gave figures on the large numbers of these 
nazi who came to U.S. after the war. He said there is a 
group of youths -50 of them-who operate in Nazi uniform in 
one of the canyons in the Valley* 

"He spoke of GERALD L.K. SMITH and other hate 
groups -these included pro -American groups who are sending 
out newsletters spreading hate of the Jews and Communists, 

"GOLDNER said that never in history have the 
Jews been so well organized as they are today-there are 
factions and some disagreements among them but nevertheless 
they are well organized and this is what counts, 

"GOLDNER said the American Civil Liberties Union 
claims that they do not help in cases of action-that they limit 
their support to cases of freedom of speech and thought, 
GOLDNER said they and everyone must realize that speech can 
lead to action-that to allow freedom of speech to faclsts 
leads to agression, and to violent action and this facism 
must be stamped out. 

"In the general discussion there was talk of the 
cooperation of FRANKLIN WILLIAMS, Counsel and 1 Friend of 
the Coprt 1 to minority groups. It was said that he was at 
one time prior to his appointment a leader in the N,A.A,C,P. 

"There was some talk too of the factions in Israel 
and of the stands on arms etc. of BEN GURIGN. GOLDNER said 
the progressive forces are still active in Israel but are 
still the minority.

Furthermore, 
information in our files is maintained as confi- 
dential and available only for official use in 
accordance with a regulation of the Department 
of Justice.

"On Friday, May 6, a meeting was held at the 
Danish Auditorium on £24th street in Los Angeles, of the 
Consultative Assembly 6f the Communist Party of Southern 
C lifornia. This meeting was called under the provisions 
of the new bylaws of the District Organization In Southern 
California which provides that three or four times a year 
a representative meeting shall be called in which each 
club in the district shall be permitted to send at least- 
qxip representative. The ;s pu^po,se of these consultative 
Assemblies it had been explained at a previous district 
convention meeting, was to'iaaKe it possible to discuss 
wide issues with a large group' of members of the Party, 
and to also hear reports from large areas of the party . 
Present at this meeting ^wqre about 60 representatives of 
various clubs including;

District Committee did not attend this meeting for^wy 
explained reason'. The meeting was chaired by DOROTHY HEALEY* 
Chairman of the Communist Party of Southern California. 
She began by pointing out that the People's World fund 
drive has been moving along quite well in some sections 
but has not received the full support of the Party in other 
areas . DOROTHY HEALEY^ndicated that a recent meeting 
of the District Board^ifc vssvery concerned to discover 
that the various sections that have not been fulfilling 
their pledges to date include certain people who have* 
been raising money for outside activities including 
sending delegations to Copenhagen for the Women's Peace 
Meeting. The District Board did not look favorably on 
the notion of diverting Party resources to such outside 
activities for which they feel other money is readily 
available. The attention of these s#4tions was sharply 
called to the fact that no fund raising should be engaged in 
by Party organizations without the prior discussion and 
approval of the Party Board. ^fc^ 

"DOROTHY HEALEY then reported on the elections 
itself which was the main topic of the evening. She pointed 
but that there are three basic problems associated with 
the elections. In the first place the Party must try to 
guarantee -that a good reapportionment will be forthcoming 
from the California State Legislature in i960. This re- 
apportionment she pointed out is extremely important since it 
is the basis of guaranteeing working class representation 
in the future Congress for the next 10 years. The second 
issue to which DOROTHY HEALEY called attention was the 
issue of Negro representation, and the third issue concerns 
itself with dbmmunity grass roots movements and the 
development of independent political activity which will 
eventually spin off into an independent political party. 
DOROTHY HEALEY Noted that it should be apparent from the 
recent developments of the plane being jshot down over the 
Soviet Union that peace is by no means in the bag'and that 
instead depends upon a great amount of struggle. The plane 
whi&h was flown over Soviet borders, she said, is a plain 
provocative example of US espionage. We should take notice 
of the response which KHRUSHCHEV 1 s speech received in this 
country e It is imperative she said that the Summit talks 
should take place at all cost. Peace she said is still 1^J 
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our number one question, around which all other political 
cjuestions must be decided. Attention should also be given 
bo the basic issue of civil rights and the farce of which 
this question was made in the last session of Congress. The 
bill which was passe djS he indicated is absolutely useless 
as far as giving the Negroes the vote is concerned. It 
should be noted she said, that both NIXON and KENNEDY are 
moving further and further right on the question of Civil 
Rights provisions . 

" DOROTHY HEALEY called attention to the pageant 
for peace which was scheduled to take place on the 
following day, pointing out the large number of young 
people who would be participating in this pageant. She 
also called attention to a number of petitions which are 
now being circulated regarding the Summit conference on 
the question of disarmament. She called attention to 
a meeting which was planned for May 14, called by the 
American Civil Liberties Union on the question of police 
brutality. Participation she said in all of these 
activities will help bring forward the peoples politicians 
of which GUSS HALL spoke in his report to the National 
Committee. These peoples politicians will be the basis 
of an independent political movement she indicated. The 
Broad boycott movement which began in the South, she 
stated.is £eing very effective in its ends. The question, 
however, is whether it is being consolidated and extended. 
Our role is to aid in this direction. The Party she said, 
like the vembryo in a womb, must draw its sustenance from 
the people, and to do this^it must be in close contact 
with them. DOROTHY HEAEEY pointed out that a Party leaflet 
is expected to be issued on the political issues of 
the elections. She ajlso called attention to the meeting 
which is planned for AL RICHMOND which will be held at the 
Alexandria Hotel on Friday, May 20. This is a meeting, 
the proceeds of which will support the People f s World and 
to which AL RICHMOND will report on his recent to 
Cuba. The Party will not have any specific candidates 

in the primaries she noted, however, some consideration 
is being given to form a Party supported committee which 
will fight for the initiative around the question of the 
death penalty. It was noted that the Party 1 s position was 
late and probably incorrect with regard to the question of 
the CHESSMAN case. The Party she said should have taken 
part in an issue of this kind. 
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"The task of winning political influence in an 
organization she said is not mainly one of simply holding 
positions and doing good work in these organizations. Our 
main role in mass organization she Indicated is to advance 
the socialist conciousness of the people within these 
organizations by bringing forward ever increasing demands 
and greater progressive attitudes on the part of the members 
of these groups. In the struggles to bring an awareness of 
the Marxist positions, the Peopled World is a very valuable 
tool and should be utilized more than it is within the mass 
organizations in which we are becoming increasingly engaged. At 
the- end of DOROTHY HEALEY's report, SOL MONROY spoke about 
the development in the Mexican community of the Mexican American Politic 
Association, which is referred to as MAPA* He indicated that this 
orgarization will endorse political candidates while 
most Mexican organizations are mainly social in their 
nature and do not endorse candidates. The organization 
has good long range prospects he said and is being 
organized throughout the Southwest, not only in Southern 
California. MAPA, he indicated, has endorsed JOHNNY 
OTIS, a Negro, as w611 as certain Mexican candidates in 
the primaries here in Southern California. It has also 
begun to set up grass roots groups. It is eampaigning for 
a judge in East Los Angeles to replace WASHAK who was 
appointed and who will be manning against the MAPA supported 
candidate whose name in SANCHEZ „ SANCHEZ, SOL noted, is 
a member of the GI Forum and should be supported by all 
Mexican-Americans as well as by the left/J&J 

"SOL MONROY was followed by ADELE CANNON who 
spoke about the DOYLE campaign pointing out that this year 
the Democratic Central Committee and three of the Democratic 
clubs, in DOYLE 1 s district have come out openly against 
DOYLE's candidacy.

"The COPE movement, which has been organized very 
strongly in this district, is backing a candidate by the 
name of STROWSKY who is business agent of the Mac hine s t f s 
Association. A large .movement is behind his candidacy ADELE 
noteid. EMIL FREED spoke next pointing out that about 
60 members of the Beverly Fairfax Section worked in the 
ATKINSON campaign, but their role was mainly mechanical 
rather than ideological. EM3fL indicated that some discussion tej 
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had been held in the Beverly Fairfax Section on this question 
and led to the issuance of an open letter by the Beverly 
Fairfax Section on the question of anti-Semitism. A 
letter will be issued soon addressed to EISENHOWER on the 
question of W st German expansionism. (©A 

"EMIL was followed by AL ALDEZMA who spoke 
briefly on the 19th Congressional District. ALDEZMA 
pointed out that no minority group can gain representation . 
He felt that the gerrymandering W&ich has gone on in this 
areas makes it impossible to elect a Mexican, however, it is 
important to oppose HOLIFIELD itl this section and to show the negative 
votes which might be cast, ALDEZMA indicated that the Party 
might even support a Republican candidate in this area. 
However, he stated that he did not know who the Republican 
candidate was nor was he aware of the work which is being 
done in the Assembly Districts. He noted that a candidate 
by the name of Dr. BORRELL is running with MAPA support 
and he is a Republican in the city of Ventura who was 
running for the Assembly in that area and has JilAPA endorse- 
ments. Alt ALDEZMA 9 s comments with regard to the possibility 
of supporting a Republican candidate were received with 
much chargin of the delegates and ROSE CHERNIN who 
works at great length in the Mexican community in her 
capacity with the Committee for the Protection of Foreign 
Born took ALDEZMA aside after the meeting and explained 
to him that a Communist cannot simply support a Republican 
candidate without regapd to his political backgrounds 
just in order to oppose HOLIFIELD # She indicated that this 
is not the way Communists work . 

"ALDEZMA was f (Slowed by BILL TAYLOR who spoke 
about the dramatic campaign which OTIS is running for 
assembly in his assembly district. BILL TAYLOR pointed 
out that there are no Negro candidates running for Congress 
in the primaries and that the main support of the Party 
should be around specific issues including the issue of 
Negro representation. TAYLOR was followed by BEN DAVIS 
who was introduced by DOROTHY HEALEY with a remark to the 
effect that she hoped he would keep his remarks brief as 
there, were many others representatives to the meeting who 
wanted to speak. DAVIS, however, did not heed* theee 
comments and spoke at some length consuming the rest of 
the meeting. He indicated that he was glad he was able 
to come to California because it would prove to many ^% 
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Communists in the Southern California Party that he does not have 
horns and while he has been out here he has heard many 
grievances against the local administration of the Party. 
He was full of praise with regard to such people as BILL 
TAYLOR, HERSEL ALEXANDER, and others, including CYRIL 
BRIGGS and those who were most active in the opposition 
to DOROTHY HEALEY 1 s candidacy for re-election as head 
of the Southern California Party District. Although BEN 
DAVIS made comments to the effect that he is glad there 
is unity once again in the Party, it was plain to see 
that this was just a coverup and that BEN DAVIS will do 
aay thing in his power to support the Pactional position 
which he has been supporting right along. He made one 
off-handed remark during the course of his talk to the 
effect that when he goes back to New York he will be 
reporting on those conditions which he found ottj^iere 
of which he disapproves and that he knows his point of 
view will be at some considerable variance, from the point 
of view expressed by DOROTHY HEALEY* It should be noted 
that BEN DAVIS at no time during the course of his talk 
mentioned the name of PETTIS PERRY whom he apparently feels 
has not been fully cooperative with his political position 
inside the Party and &as been too willing to * 
cooperate with DOROTHY HEALEY and others on political issues. 
He also commented that many of the hardest workers n in 
the Party out here in Southern California are ex-New 
Yorkers who got thei* first experience in Party politics 
working in his campaign back in the 40's for dty 
council in New Y$rk. In otherwords he took credit for 
much of the accomplishment of the Party out here in 
Southern California, although he has not been in 
Southern C#lif ornia for many years . 

"DAVIS spoke briefly on the question of Germany 
noting the re -birth of anti-Semitism in Western Germany 
and commenting that as far &i he was concerned the question 
of Germany was the central Question in any peace consideration. 
The question which we should raise in the election he 
said is whether the American people will allow German 
imperialism to start up all over again leading to another 
third world war* In Seattle he indicated that the anti- 
Dixiecrat revolution which was passed by the Seattle * 
County Democrats was the result of some of the wprk of our 
Communist Party people who are working in the Democ^tic^^^^ , 
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Party in that city. He commented with regard to KENNED? 
that we should be weary of the fact that Catholics are 
among the basic sectors of the American working class. 
The Capitalist Press he said hopes to divide the working 
class on the religious question in this next campaign. 
This is an unprincipled * attack on the religious issue 
which we should be very concerned about. Our opposition 
to KENNEDY he stated is on a moral basis. With regard 
to our work in mass work DAVIS indicated that it is his 
feeling that the Party should put forward more of its 
own material among the masses. With regard to the 
question of how the Party can participate in the battle for Southern 
liberation DAVIS raised the proposition that the Dixiecrats 
should br driven out x>f the Democratic Party as a major 
step for national liberation. The Negroes in the South 
he said must be given the right to vote; by so doing this 
will change th& vktile nature of Congress he noted. 
Chauvinist oppression by the ruling class must be fought he said. 
We do not have enough rights for the Negro people in this 
country. Social equality is most important he said and 
this should not be slighted in our work. He noted that 
3jhe question is not simply one of economic equality, but 
rather one of social equality, . Turning his attention once j 
again to the question .of the Party, BEN DAVIS commented that i 
the errors which had been made in the Party on the I 
question of white phauvinism in 1949 and up to today have f 
caused us to give up the fight against white chauvinism, I 
within the Party altogether. This he said is also a S 
very bad move. The Negro people are an expecially oppressed f 
people and therefore, no individual can be considered | 
solely on his merits within the Party. This is not a ; 
question of equal rights he said as far as Party J 
members are concerned, special consideration must be given jf 
to the Negro members because of the problem of white j 
chauvinism which is constantly facing them. Because of I 
the fact tftat the Consultative Assembly was not able 
td hear reports from many of the other representatives 
to the meeting, about the work they are doing in the 
elections, it was decided after much discussion that 
another meeting would have to be called in June to further 
discuss these questions. It was pointed out from the fiJLoo 
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that this meeting would be held too late to make any 
contribution to the primaries which are held early in June 
and that therefore the meeting would have to be called, 
not so much to discuss the primaries as to analyze their 
results . " /£v
